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BEANS— Bush 


Plant only in warm, well-prepared soil, about 4” apart, 114-2" deep. Under hand cultivation 
and in poor soil rows may be, 18”-24”" apart; in rich fields under horse or tractor cultivation, 
30-36" Cultivate only before blooming and never when wet. Pick frequentl y as pods 
approach maturity, fo. get full yield. Plant a succession every two weeks to ensure supplies 
throughout the season. Allow 1 Ib. for every 100 ft. of row; about 100 Ibs. per acre. 


Dwarf Snap Green Pods 


Bountiful 48 days 


Very popular bean for early garden snaps. 
Plant is vigorous grower and prolific bearer 
of pods 6 to 7 in. long—straight broad and 
thick-flat. Stringless, brittle, tender and of 
fine quality. Seeds solid yellow. 


Pleritiful 51 days 


Classified as a black seeded Bountiful but 
matures about 3 days later than Bountiful. 
Plants strong, vigorous, productive. Pods 
flat, light green, quite straight, stringless. 
Seeds black. 


BEANS—Pole 
Kentucky Wonder 65 days 


A very popular variety and unexcelled for 
home and market garden.. Excellent climber, 
heavy producer. Bears green pods in large 
clusters, nearly round, often reaching 10 in. 
in length, curved and twisted. Pods are fleshy, 
brittle, tender and slightly stringy. Seed 
fawn colored. 


Scarlet Runner 64 days 


An old favorite in the New England 
_ States. Pods dark green, 5 to 6 in. long, con- 
tain 3 to 4 beans half-round, broad, stringy. 
_ Valuable as a green shell bean and for orna- 
mental purposes. Seeds purple splashed with 
violet. 


Yard Long 70 days 


Similar in appearance to the common cow- 
pea used in the South. Pods 8 to 10 inches 
long, oval in section, fleshy fiberless and ten- 
der with good quality. Seed is red-brown 
with black circle around the eye. 


Dwarf Wax Sorts 


Pencil Pod Black Wax 55 days 


Bushy plants about 15 in. high, bear large 
number of round, thick, stringless pods 6 to 
7 in. long, of excellent quality. Many think 
it the best variety for market and home gar- 
dens. Seed black. 


Round Pod Kidney Wax _ 52 days 


Especially fine for home gardens and for 
canning. Plants of medium size, prolific.

Nearly round in shape, average weight 2 to 3 
lbs. 4 to 6 fruits on a plant. Plants 24 to 30 
in. tall. 


New York Improved Spineless. 
Fruits a little later and larger than Black 
Beauty. A popular variety.

Large oval fruits of deep purple color and 
extremely smooth skin.

ENDIVE 


Green Curled, White Ribbed

Beautiful dark green, curly leaves are 
finely cut, giving the plant a feathery effect. 
Sturdy growth, producing circular plants 
often measuring 15 or more in. in diameter. 
Requires good rich soil. Rich green in color, 
blanching to creamy white.

A Non-Heading Variety of the Cabbage Family—For Greens 


Dwarf Green Curled 55 days 
Very hardy, productive variety of excel-

A brown-blight-resisting variety which 
stands up in summer weather and resists tip- 
burn. Medium large, hard heads well cov- 
ered by outer leaves. Black seed. 


Mignonette (Commonly known in 

Hawaii as Manoa Lettuce) 67 days 
Leafy, with very small head but does well 

in summer where other types will not grow. 


Manoa Special (Green 

Mignonette) 60 days 
This is an improved type which became 

very popular during the last two years. 

Heads larger than Mignonette. Is the best 

warm weather lettuce so far found but may 

be replaced by Great Lakes. 


MUSTARD 
Florida Broad Leaf 


A vigorous, large leaf variety that grows 
fast but stands longer than most varieties 
before bolting to seed. The leaves are large, 
yellowish-green in color; nearly smooth with- 
out fringing. The midrib is a lighter shade 
of green. 


Smooth Leaf, Large Broad Leaf 
Chinese 

Large broad oval leaves of deep green 
color with a white midrib.» A vigorous 
variety. 


Kai Choy (also known as Chinese 
Green Mustard Cabbage) 
A tall vigorously growing sort with large 


green slightly crumpled leaf and has a mildly 
pungent flavor. 


Pak Choy (White Mustard Cabbage) 


Quick growing variety particularly suited 
to local climate. Leaves oblong, thick, smooth 
dark green with white ribs. Most useful all- 
purpose green.

ONION

colored skin with white flesh. Used exten- 
sively in the South, especially in the onion 
growing districts of Texas. A flat, thin 
necked onion of very mild and pleasant 
flavor. Early and uniform in maturity. 


Sweet Spanish—Utah Strain 

110 days 

A large, globular, yellow variety of Span- 

ish origin. Golden yellow skin and white, 

very sweet flesh. Excellent for shipping and 
fall storage. 


White Portugal or American 

Silver Skin 100 days 
A white onion used widely for sets, pick- 

ling onions, mature bulbs and bunching 

onions. Medium size, flat, deep, pure white 

bulbs with white fine grained flesh. 


Evergreen White Bunching 

This is a special seed grown for us in Con- 
necticut. Pronounced by growers who have 
tried it here in Hawaii as a very fine variety 
of onion for bunching. Does well on all 
Islands. 


PARSLEY 
Dark Moss Curled 70 days 


This is a vigorous growing, compact, pro- 
ductive sort. Leaves are very dark green in 
color, finely cut and so thickly curled that 
a plant resembles a bunch of moss. A home 
’ and market garden variety, excellent for gar- 
nishing and decoration. 


PARSNIP 


Improved Hollow Crown 
or Guernsey 95 days 

The standard variety. Long white roots, 
tender, sugary. Roots 12 to 15 in. long, 3 in. 
thick at shoulder. Tapered and smooth.

World Beater, 
Selected Strain 75 days 
‘A very excellent second early variety. It 
was selected from a cross between Chinese 
Giant and Ruby King. Fruits are large, four 
pointed, thick walled. The color is dark 
emerald green. Plants thrifty, vigorous and 
heavy producers.

Japanese Pie 108 days 

Earlier and larger than the Cushaws but 
resembles them in shape. Dark green skin 
with lighter green stripes. Good quality, 
deep yellow flesh. Weight about 12 Ibs. 
Seeds have unique markings. A good variety 
for canning and stock feed. 


Kentucky Field 118 days 
A standard large pumpkin for pies and 
for stock food. Large, round, flattened, with 
broad ribs. Size 12 by 7 in. Skin creamy 
buff. Flesh is yellow, fine grained and very 
thick. The standard variety for canning. 


King of the Mammoths 118 days 
This is the largest pumpkin, often weigh- 
ing 75 to 100 lbs. Productive and of fine

RADISH 


California Mammoth 
White 55 days 
Largest of all winter radishes and a favor- 
ite with the Chinese gardeners in California. 
Root grows 8 in. long and 2 to 3 in. in diam- 
eter. Pure white skin and flesh. May be used 
in all stages of growth. Flesh is solid, crisp 
and mildly pungent. 


White Icicle 30 days 

Roots 5 to 6 in. long and 1 in: thick. Pure 
white, with small tops. Usually marketed 
when about 14 in. in diameter. Equally suit- 
able for outdoor planting or forcing under 
glass. The most popular white home garden 
variety. 


Chinese White Winter 
(Celestial) 60 days 


Roots large, 8” long; 214”-3” in diameter, 
cylindrical, with heavy shoulder; flesh white, 
crisp, rather mild in flavor.

Tipped, but with a larger white area around 
tip. Roots almost globe shaped, upper and 
greater part being bright scarlet. Tops small. 
Roots remain solid, crisp and sweet everi 
when fully developed. 


| RUTABAGA 
American Purple Top 90 days 


The standard variety grown for home use, 
market and storage. Roots large and globu- 
lar, deep purplish red above ground, light 
yellow below, with medium short neck. Flesh 
a creamy yellow, of finest texture and flavor.

_ Mainland flower seed growers have only planted 25 per cent of their pre- 
war acreage for the past three years—the other 75 per cent was used for 
much needed vegetable seeds. Conditions are slightly better this season. 
We have been able to purchase all the flower seeds listed on the following 
pages. 

Flowers are divided into three classes—Annuals, Biennials and Perennials. 


Annuals—Plants which, when grown from seed, mature, flower and 
die in one year. This class of flowers is easily raised and adapted to 
special uses such as bedding, borders, backgrounds, rock gardens, 
etc. Many annuals are excellent for cutting—fragrant and colorful. 
May be planted for a succession of bloom all summer. 


Bienn*als—Plants which live two yeats, usually blooming only dur- 
ing the second year. 


Perennials—Plants which, when grown from seed, usually begin 
blooming the second year, and continue to live and bloom each suc- 
ceeding year. In some instances, these plants bloom the first year, 
from seed. 


The following list comprises the more popular varieties and those we put 
up in lithographed packets, selling for 10c each, unless otherwise marked. 
We have many dealers throughout the Islands who have pledged themselves 
to keep their stocks of packets clean and fresh.
